Hooker and Sedgwick both Inncltve They
knew that Lee had divided his army, Hooker

and Bedgwick each had an army—~had they
been Cownfederate soldiers—that could have
vanquished either hall of Lee's army, If (hat
hall bad been soy other but Confederate sol-
dlers, Yert the ih remained inactive until
Juckson gnin the extreme right flank of
Hooker's army on the 2d, with fully half of
Lee’s army, and drove bick the right wing of
Hooker's army upon the centre, Then ~edgwick
began to move in éarnest, on the 8d of May,
and Hooker rematucd on the defensive with his
ninely thousand alnsl forty-five thousand.
From the numver of men that Hooker kuew
Jackson had on his right flank, stirring up his
Dutch, he must have known that Lee had but
few left between him and Hedgwick, Yet
Hooker remaloued, defending his minety thou-
sand a8 best he could ageinst Anderson’s
twelve thousand and Jackson's twenty-five
thousaud, and let Lee turn towards Fredericks-
burg, with two divisions—eight thousand men
*—on the 4th of May, and in hearing distance of
Hooker, drive Sedgwick, with his twenty thou-
sand, aoross the Bappah.unock and on the 6th

e alarmed for the salety of his ninety
thousand, and precipitately recrossed the river,
That didn’t look to.the Robels like ‘pulverizing
the rebeilion' much.

“Had Hooker been a Lee, and Sedgwick a
Jackson, hedrﬁw:ck wonld have moved out trom
Deep run with his thirgy thousand squure across
the platean between Barksdale and Barly durin
the night of 1st of May, sand presented himael
on the hills on the Mine road., General Barly
would have been euptured or routed bsck to
North Anna—RBarksdale would have evacuated
May:e Hill, and perhaps made his escape to the
‘plank road’ and gained Lee—and Jackson
would not bave made his flank movemeat to
Hooker's might flank., Still, theo, nothing but

action on the part of both Hooker and Badgwlct
would have prevailed. It Hooker had gru-
dently remained at Chancellorsville defendi
his pinety thousand men against hall of bea
a1y, now reduced by the loss of Barly, Stone.
wall Jackson would have turned upon Beds-
wick with the other half of Lee's army
pushed him back across his pontoons at ﬂ‘
ricksburg, and returned towards Chancellmvillc
and mrgi Hooker on his left flank and drove
in his left wing upon his centre, and Lee would
have pushed the whole disordered mass through
the Wilderness and across the Rapidan., Butf
Hooker bad been a Johpson or a Longstrest on
the morning of the 24 of May, with ninety thou-
sand men st Chaoeellorsville, and had Bedgwick
beeu & Beauregard, D. H. Hill, or & Hood, with

x}thoumnd men on the hills back of Frede-

ricksbure, a joint, sciive, closing-in movement
would bave been made upon Lee, and Lee
would have been crushed upon the pfntm road,
and that would have looked like gglvuirlng
the Rebellion.’
